This represents the work of 
168 artists, accepted by an out-of-town jury* According to the MAY SHOW qualifi-

The 1963 jury, which spent four days appraising 2,976 entries, was headed 
by Andrew C. Ritchie, Director of the Yale University Art Galleiy, New Haven, 
Connecticut* His associates in selection of paintings, sculpture and graphic prints 
were Herbert Ferber, New Yoik sculptor and Joseph Hirsch, New York painter and 
lithographer* Crafts jurors were Margret Graver, consulting silversmith of West 
Newbury, Massachusetts and Jack l<enor Larsen, New York textile designer, as well as 
Mr. Ritchie* Ansel Adams, a photographer in Carmel, California, judged the photo** 
graphs* 

With the choices the MAY SHOW aims to exhibit the very best works 

aqoompliohed by regional artists in the past year. Since many of the objects on 
display are for sale, the Show helps these artists financially as well as enhancing 
their reputations. It also endeavors to acquaint and interest people of the XiTestern 
Reserve with its regional art* 
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
